KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 12.-—-The 


death last night at the Elms Hotel 
in Excelsior Springs of Mrs. Julia 
Woods Davies, who inherited an es- 
tate of $5,000,000 from her father, 
endéd a turbulent matrimonial ca- 
reer in which Mrs. Davies married 
| four times and divorced her first 
three husbands. The last two mar- 
riages occurred since 1919, her last 
husband being George Westlain Da- 
vies, formerly of St. Louis, who was 
a grand opera singer anJ voca!' in- 
structor. 

Mrs. Davies had been an invalid 
since last September and was kept to 
her suite in the hotel. She hai been 
estranged from Davies also, but a 
reconciliation was effected recently 
and he was with her when she died. 
Two daughters, Mrs. James M. Kem- 
per and Miss Ruth Rubey, both of 
Kansas City, also survive. 

The estate is in a trust that does 
not expire until 1927. It provides 
that in the event of Mrs. Davie«' 
death the income shall be shared by 
the two granddaughters of Woods, 
Mrs. Kemper and Miss Rubey. 

Daughter of Dr. W. 8. Woods. 

Mrs. Davies’ father was the late 
Dr. William 8. Woods, aKneas City 
banker and philanthropist. Her first 
husband was Arthur Grissom of New 
York, editor of “The Smart Set” 
/magazine. A daughter was born to 
them, who is now Mrs. Kemper. Mrs. 
Grissom divorced her husband, and 
in 1900 married her cousin, Jesse 
W. Rubey, in Texas. Another daugh- 
ter was born to her, and she di- 
vorced Rubey in 1914. Their daugh- 
ter subsequently was «warded to 
Rubey's care. . 

Her next marriage was to Frank 
M. Dickinson, artist and decorator. 
This venture .was short-lived, and 
she divorced Dickihson in 1920. 

When traveling in Europe the 
thep Mrs. Dickinson met Davies.

ence, Italy. It was the beginning 
of a romance that culminated in 
their marriage, Aug. 16, 1921.

OCRATES: I am .sorry not over 
at the agora last night. We had, 


I think, 
a rather interesting debate. You know 
there are % good many of us over there’ who 
have never understood just what has been in 
the backs of people's heads as to the League 
of Nations. All that was quite plain was that 
we did not want to go into it. Very well. The 
other day one of our unofficial observers crt 
Lausanne got up and told everybody tn pretty 
plain terrns about our policy as to the Dardo- 
nelles. It was the first intimation we Have 
had that we have a policy as to the Darda- 
nelles. We had taken it for granted, after all 
that has happened, that neither the Darda- 
nelles nor any other-international problem wv n- 
cerned us. It had been explained by some of 
our most fom petent orators that to participate 
in such matters means ultimately sending our 
boys to fight in foreign lands, and if we may 
judge by popular expression in 1920 almost 
nobody is for taking that risk. Nevertholess, 
Ambassador Child told the conference precise- 
ly what our policy is, and it looks as if it were 
@ good one. We want the straits free. This 
impressed everybody at the conference, par- 
ticulafly the Turks. The Turks have recenily 
gone through a war in which we were on che 
other side, and they have a good deal of respect 
for what we think. It also impregsed the peo- 
ple at the agora. The Dardanelles, so far as 
anyone present knew, are just where they were 
in 1920. They seemed a great distance from 
us when we were debating this matter tn (he 
presidential campaign, and they are as far 
away now. Nobody seemed to resent our Dar- 
danelles policy; there was only surprise that ww 
have one. I think it was Adeimantus who 
pitched the discussion into the trend it took. 
He said that while we had not cared to join 
a league of nations, we seem to have no objec. 
tion to being one ourseives. He took the ut- 
terance of our Ambassador to mean that irre 
spective of what anyone else does we mean to 
have a Dardanelles policy, knowing full well 
that when all is said and done nobody much 
is in a position to disagree with us. le 
thought this amounted to serving notice upon 
all nations whatsoever that we have decided to 
take the world over and are ready to run itt. 
Of course, he sald, we do not need a leaguo of 
nations if the United States is golng to do this. 
Someone was kind enough to ask what. ![ 
thought of this, and I was glad to say that I 
thought very well of it. It illuminated a point 
that has been obscure to me. The point is this: 
We stayed out of the League of Nations for a 
reason. What was that reason? It was not 
that we did not want peacé in the wvorld, Gr 
we do. .What seems to have been the trouble 
is that too little was asked of us. The Hard- 
ing administration makes coherence of our in- 
coherence and announces that all others wil!- 
ing we are ready to take the world over and 
run it as it should be run. Naturally, this oo- 
casioned laughter. Crites wanted to know tf 
the association of nations of which Mr. Hard- 
ing had spoken was to be the United Statos, 
I said I thought so, and hoped we would dv 
well at it. 
Glaucon: I dare say we could. 
Socrates: There is no doubt of it. The high 
moral tone of our declaration at Lausanne Im- 
plies a willingness to assume’a moral leader- 


ship. It reveals Hughsius as an heroic figure 
immensely greater than any General or Ad- 
miral we could have hoped for by participat- 
ing in an attempt to policé the world. , 

Polemarchus: I can see that, but what if 
the rest of the world refused to acknowledge 
us as its moral leader? 

Socrates: I don't think we need worry about 
that. The world, wouldn’t you say, is in a 
highly immoral condition? 

: 4 vmachus: Truly. 

Socrates: And force is in itself immoral. 

Thrasymachus: Certainly. 

Socrates: We cannot remedy one immorality 
with anether. No doubt we felt that, which 
explains why we stayed out of the League vf 
Nations. Maybe at the last the rest of the 
world will be glad we did stay out. It needs 
moral leadership, and it is getting it at Lau- 
sannée. If we will stick to that we will not have 
to send a boy to fight anywhere. 

(;laucon: Gads, no! 

Socrates: I ‘see you get the idea. It made 
a profound impression at the agora. We are 
in a@ position to do this for the world, and no 
other nation is in a position to do it. It is as 
if, out of our profound puzzlement, there hes 
come a solution of a great difficulty. You 
know what our moral leadership has done ‘n 
the Pacific. : 

Glaucon: Yes. 

Socrates: And in Shantung? 

Glaucon: There is no doubt of it. 

Socrates: It can do that same thing at the 
Dardanelles, or anywhere else. 

Thrasymachus: You have it again. 

Sucrates: Good! Now let’s flip pennies to
